| Steamer Nokomis, Bringing Ore

“lying the flag of the Secretary of 
Commerce the harbor boat Erastus 
Wells, bearing Secretary of Cpm- 
merce Redfield and party, left the 
foot of Market street at 10 a. m.

with a barge cargo of iron ore des- 
tined to St. Louis. There were about 
40 persons in the party. 

The Secretary’s flag is Pur whit» 
stars, a black. schooner and a black 
White House on a blue ld. The 
- Wells also flew the flags of St. Louis 
and of the United States Engineer- 
ing Department, with Old Glory in 
its accustomed place on the stern. 

‘Secretary Redfield arrived at the 
‘wharf at 9:39, accompanied by Ma- 
yor Kiel and Edward F. Goltra, Mis- 
souri’s Democratic National Commit- 
teeman. To reporters the Secretary 
expressed himself as highly gratified 
with his visit to St. Louis, and said 
he spent a restful night after his 
strenuous time yesterday. He had 
breakfast at the Plantecs Hotel with 
Goltra. After a dinner tonight at 
the Planters, to boost riverway traf- 
fic, Secretary Redfield will take a 
train at’ 11:50 o’clock for Washing- 
ton. 

Saluted With Whistle Blasts. 

The harbor boat cast off promptly 
at 10 o’clock, with the party lining 
the rai]. No sooner had the ropes 
been hauled aboard than a long blast 
was blown from its whistle. This 
served. as a signal for other boats 
moored along the wharves and they 
saluted the Secretary with a series 
of toots as he passed. 


The trip is designed to celebrate 
pase $ y the new industry, spon- 
sored by the Govérnmeént, of opéning 
up river traffic between St. Louis 
and St. Paul-for the purpose of sup- 
plying coal to the northwést and re- 
furning with iron ore to St. Louis 
steel] manufacturers. The Nokomis, 
with six barges,,was leased from the 
Government by Goltra and sent with 
a cargo of coal for the northwest. 
The steamer is returning with her 
barges laden with manganese ore, 
mined at Ironton, Minn., and con- 
signed to the Mississippi Valley Iron 
Co., of which Goltra is president. 
The feasibility of transporting 
coal to the northwest and receiving 
ore in return, was demonstrated to 
the Government, which a few days 
ago decided to authorize the expen- 
diture of $3,500,000 for five towing 
steamers and 24 steel barges to nav:

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GERMAN RAIDERS

Sudden Attack in North Sea Re- 
sults in Loss of Two Brit- 
ish Warships. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—Two German 
raiders attacked a convoy in the 
North Sea on Wednesday and sank 
two of the British escorting destroy- 


| ers, it was announced officially to- 


day by the British War Office. 

The British torpedo destroyers 
sunk were the Mary Rose and the 
Strongbow. 

The official announcement says 
that three merchant vessels escaped 
in the action, but that five Norwe- 
sian, one Danish and three Swedish 
vessels were sunk without warning. 

Thirty Norwegians were rescued 
by British patrol craft. 

The raiders, which were heavily 
armed, showed anxiety to escape 
before they could be intercepted by 
British forces, adds the official 
statement, and made no attempt to 
rescue the crews of the sunken de- 
stroyers.

FATE OF SANTINO 


IN KIDNAPING CASE 


After Lawyers Complete 
; eh st 


Says Defendant Should Be Found 


Guilty if Jury Decides He 
Wrote Ransom Letters. 


The case of Michael Angelo San- 
tino, 42 years old, a grocer of 920 
Wash street, charged with kidnap- 
ing Frank Viviano, 8 Years old, of 
5855 Waterman aventie was given to 
the jury at 12:15 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. The penalty is five years to 
life imprisonment. 

Th@ introduction of evidence was 
completed at 10:30 a. m. and the 
attorneys on both sides began their 
arguments. : 

Jtdge Rassieur, in his instructions, 
told the jury that even if it were 
found that Santino was not con- 
cerned in the original plot to kidnap 
the boy, he must be found guilty if 
it was shown that he aided the con- 
spiracy later by writing letters de- 
manding ransom. 

Santino, concluding his testimony 
in his own behalf today, said he 
did net know how to spell ‘“Water- 
man” and, therefore, could not have 
written the address on the ransom 
letters. He said that when the 
word “Waterman” was included in 
samples of his writing made at po- 
lice headquarters the word wa3z 
spelled out for him by Chief A}- 
lender. 

The Chief took the stand and said 
his recollection was that he did not 
spell out the word for Santino. 

At last night’s session Santino, 
who speaks no English, testified 
through an interpreter that he knew 
“absolutely nothing about ‘the boy's 
abduction.’ The boy, who was 
asleep in a chair beside his father, 
was pointed-out to Santino before he 
made this denial. 

Santino was not questioned fur- 
ther at the night session as to the 
kidnaping, after testifying that he 
did not write the ransom letters re- 
ceived by the boy’s father, Gaetano 
Vivigno, a wealthy macaroni manu- 
facturer. 

In support of the alibi which is 
his chief defense, Santino said that 
on Feb. 28 last, the day before the 
kidnaping, he took a train at 8 a. m. 
for Crystal City. On the train, he 
paid, he met Gaetano Viviane of 829 
Wash street, a first cousin of the kid- 
naped boy’s father. He testified 
that he remained in Crystal City until 
6 p. m. March 1. It was his custoni, 
he said, to go there at the end of 
every month to collect bills from 
customers to whom he sold groceries. 

Required to Write in Court. 

After giving his testimony Santino 
was called from the witness stand to 
a counsel table and was required to 
write the text of two of the ransom 
letters at the dictation of an inter- 
preter. Lawyers ahd jurors looked 
over his shoulder as he wrote. 

At the direction of Special Prose- 
cutor McCullen, he then wrote the 
word “Waterman” several times. It 
was noted that he seemed to have 


|great difficulty in spelling the word 


and apeared to be unfamiliar with i-. 
This was regarded as a point in the 
defense’s favor, but apparently it 
was offset iater when, after he had 
written the number 65857 severa! 
times, it was observed that there 
was a wide space between the 8 
and the second 6, a characteristic 
of the addresses on the ransom let- 
ters. 

Anthony B. Nanz¢lla, an attorney, 
who qualified as a handwriting ex- 
pert, testified that in his opinion no 
point could be made against Santins 
becase of this space between the 8 
and the 6, as many Italians, espe- 
cially when not highly educate, 
were in the habit of separating fic- 
ures in this way when writing num- 
bers. The separation, he said, was 
more pronounced on the addresses 
of the vansom letters than in the 
samples written by Santino.

‘USE TO RAILROADS, 


HERBERT DECLARES 


i 


/ Road Would Have to Spend 
| Millions for Terminals. 


The free bridge is useless and not 
| needed as a railroad bridge and th 
railroads could not use it without 
/abandoning expensive terminals in 
} Bast St. Louis, in the opinion of 
James M. Herbert, president of the 
St. Louis Southwestern (Cotton 
Belt) Railroad, who, in an interview 


given to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
supports a position taken by E. F. 
Kearney, president of the Wabash 
Railroad. 

The views of these railroad men 
are said in railroad crcles to be rep- 
resentative of the opinion of the 
heads of all the roads entering St. 
Louls from the East, and that there 
is little probability that the roads 
will use the bridge unless conces- 
sions are made by the city permit- 
ting the charge of an arbitrary vir. 
tually the same as is charged ove. 
the railroad-owned bridges. 

“St. Louis has not needed, does 
not need and will not for many years 
need the free bridge as a railroad 
bridge,” Herbert said., “If it had 
been exclusively a wagon bridge it 
would have filled the city’s full need. 

“The Eads and Merchants bridges 
are at present used to only a smal! 
proportion of their capacity, and all 
the terminal facilities on the East 
Side have been constructed with a 
view to the use of those bridges. They 
can handle all the traffic coming into 
St. Louis. What really is needed is 
greater terminal facilities on the St. 
Louis side of the river to handle ths 
business that comes over the bridges. 


Would Need New Terminals. 


“If our road should use the Free 
Bridge instead of the other bridges 
we would have to construct new 
freight and passenger terminals at a 
cost of several million dollars. East 
St. Louis would be taken off the Cot- 
ton Belt map and the present ter- 
minal facilities, worth at least $3,- 
000,000, would be abandoned. We 
cannot see that it would profit us to 
make the change. 

“Our company is constructing ad- 
ditional freight yards and terminals 
at Valley Junction at a cost of $750,- 
000; it owns a one-fifth: interest in 
the Relay Depot and adjoining rail- 
road property in East St. Louis, is a 
one-fifteenth owner in the Terminal 
Railroad, Wiggins Ferry and Mer- 
chants’ Bridge properties, and has 
other valuable holdings which could 
be used only in connection with the 
use of those properties.”’ 

Herbert said that he would be 
glad to attend a conference of citv 
and railroad oficials if Mayor Kie) 
called one, but that he could not see 
that such a conference would resrlt 
in any change of view on the part of 
railroad oficials. The Municipal 
Bridge Commission, of which Mayor 
Kiel is chairman, has set Nov. 22 as 
the date of the conference. Invita- 
tions will be sent to railroad officials 
next week. 

Kearney, in an interview yester- 
day, pointed out that from the view. 
point of a railroad official, the free 
bridge was useless for the railroads 
entering St. Louis from the north 
and east. He said that it could be 
conveniently used only by the roads 
entering from the south, such as the 
Mobile & Ohio, and that even those 
roads had their east side termina)s 
constructed with a view to using 
Eads Bridge. 

Kearney said he always had been 
convinced the building of the free 
bridge as a railroad bridge, was a 
mistake, and that as to facilities, the 
Merchants and EHads bridges would 
supply all that would be needed for 
many years. 


Exchange Basis Not Favored. 


Suggestions for the use of the 
Free Bridge by railroads on the baxis 
of an exchange have come in the 
past from city officials, but were not 
favorably received either by the 
roads or the public. Former Mayor 
Wells advocated a trade of the rall- 
road deck of the Free Bridge for the 
upper roadway of Eads Bridge, and 
about 15 months ago Comptroller 
Player repeated that suggestion. 

Comptroller Player’s proposal was 
that the railroads in the Termina! 
Association give the city free use of 
the roadway of Eads bridge and pay 
the fixed charges on the Free Bridge 
as compensation for the use of the 
railroad deck by the different lines. 
He held that this would give the city 
two free crossings for interurban 
cars, vehicles and pedestrians and re- 
eve the taxpayers of about $250,000 
a year in interest on the money ifn- 
vested in the bridge.

The mill tax, the license taxes and the proposed gross 
receipts tax are all franchise taxes because each is levied or proposed to 
be levied as an extra payment to the City for our use of the streets,— 
over and above our $660,000 a year of general property and paving 
taxes. They are TAXES ON OUR PERMITS TO USE THE STREETS. 


We object to paying any tax on our franchises because the 
State since 1913 has forbidden us to derive any money value from them. 
We can’t capitalize them, can’t pay dividends on them, can’t sell them. 
The privilege of running passenger cars in public streets 
IS a valuable one—but not to the Company that runs the cars. It is 


valuable only to the passengers, who thus get car service much cheaper 
than if the Company had to buy private rights of way for all its lines. 


The City Government today is taxing this Company 
$480,000 a year on franchise values on top of $660,000 a year of prop-

How to Store Flour to Prevent 


It From Molding. 

PECIALISTS in the United 

States Department of Agricul- 
ture have studied the best means of 
storing flour in the home so that it 
will not be contaminated by odors or 
become musty. Flour should never 
be stored in the cellar even though a 
bin has been built in the cellar for 
that purpose. A cellar is usually 
damp and odors are generally found 
there which the flour .will absorb. 
The attic is as bad a place to store 
flour as the cellar. 

In the summer the temperature of 
the attic is too high and as the venti- 
lation is usually poor the flour is 
likely to acquire a musty odor. 

Except in very small quantities 
flour should not be stored in the pan- 
try or kitchen becaues the tempera- 
ture is to uneven and their are too 
many odors which the flour is likely 
to acquire. Every house should pos- 
sess a small, well ventilated store- 
room where non-odorless food 
should be kcpt. The temperature in 
this room should be so regulated 
that it will not fluctuate more than 
a very few degrees. 

Always clean the flour container 
before putting in new stock. If flour 
is kept in the barrel in which it was 
purchased boards should be placed 
under it to keep it off the floor.— 
Popular Science Monthly for Novem- 
ber,

a ber Popular Mechanics Maga- 
® zine gives an interesting ac- 
count of the activities of a distin- 
guished American artist who devotes 
his life to painting pictures under 
water. The artist holds that it is im- 
possible to catch the colors and what 
may be called the atmosphere of sub- 
marine scenery by any method of 
observation from the surface. He 
goes down to the bottom of the 
ocean wearing water-tight goggles, 
similar to those worn by the famous 
pearl divers of the South Seas. These 
gOggles are merely bits of cowhorn 
cut and shaped to fit the eyes. They 
allow a small space of air between 
the eyes and the water, so that one 
can see perfectly. He uses a weight 
to carry him to the bottom, where 
he makes sketches on a specially pre- 
pared waterproof paper with water- 
proof crayons. The paper is first 
rubbed with cocoanut oil and 
stretched on a piece of glass with 
surgeon’s tape.
